The object of this Bill, which has been poeta 
on the recommendation of the Chief Commi 

of British Burmah-and at the request of the local 
mercantile community, is to constitute Courts for 
the relief of Insolvent Debtors in the towns of 
Rangoon, Moulmein and Akyab. It has been 
founded on the Statute 11 and 12 Vie., Cap, 21 
(dn Act to consolidute and amend the laws relating 
to Insolvent Debtors in India), but omits certain 
provisions which the Indian Legislature is unable 
to make; and introduces the modifications called 
for by the peculiarities of the Burmese Recorders’ 
Courts, the tribunals by which the proposed mea- 
sure will be administered. ; 


The principal of those modifications are the 
following :— : 


It will probably be for many years inexpedient 
to appoint a separate Recorder for each town: the 
Bill therefore empowers the Registrar, who will be 
permanently resident in each town, to exercise the 
summary powers of the Court. 


Where the Registrar makes an order, the appeal 
will be in the first instance to the Recorder, and, . 
to ensure uniformity of practice, the procedure on 
application to the Registrar is regulated by refer.

The object of this Bill, which has been prepared 
on the recommendation of the Chief Commissioner 
of British Burmah and at the request of the local 
mercantile community, is to constitute Courts for 
the relief of Insolvent Debtors in the towns of 
Rangoon, Moulmein and Akyab. It has been 
founded on the Statute 11 and 12 Vic., Cap, 21 
(An Act to consolidate and amend the laws slg 
to Insolvent Debtors in India), but omits certain 
provisions which the Indian Legislature is unable 
to make: and introduces the modifications called 
for by the peculiarities of the Burmese Recorders’ 
Courts, the tribunals by Which the proposed mea- 
sure will be administered. 


The principal of those modifications are the 
following :— 


It will probably be for many years inexpedient 
to appoint a separate Recorder for each town: the 
Bill therefore empowers the Registrar, who will be 
permanently resident in each town, to exercise the 
summary powers of the Court. 


Where the Registrar makes an order, the. appeal 
will be in the first instance to the Recorder, and, 
to ensure uniformity of practice, the procedure on 
application to the Registrar is regulated by refer- 
ence to the Bill now before the Council, to amend 
Act No. XXI of 1863 (to constitute Recorders’ 
Courts for the Towns.of Rangoon, Moulmein and 
Akyab),

ber 1864, a Covenanted Civil Servant is not required to 
render a service of three months from the date of his 
return to duty from privilege leave before he can take 
furlough or retire.

The employment of a Government Promissory 
Note payable to bearer on demand as a mercantile 
bill, though it may be occasionally incident to, 
is foreign from the main object and use of, a circu- 
lating medium, and is excluded from the scheme 
of a Paper Currency recently instituted for the 
accommodation of the public. 


8. Every Deputy Commissioner of Paper Cur- 
rency should therefore keep such a supply of 
Notes of every denomination in his Office as he 
may think sufficient for internal use in his Cirele, 
with a margin to meet all reasonable demands 
from private individuals for remittances for their 
personal convenience. As Notes required for such

StATement or Onsects anp Reason® 


This Bill is, with one addition and one omission, 
transcribed from the English Statute 27 and 28 
Vic., cap. 86, which, by simply abolishing an ob- 
jectionable legal principle, known as the rule in 
Waugh v. Carvery is expected to proftuce the same 
effects as the French system Of “partnership ex 
commandite. " 


Apart from the obvious expediency of Indian 
following English legislation in mercantile matters, 
the abolition of the rule in question is desirable for 
various reasons. The rule—that he who. partici-

ship was invented by Lord Mansfield as the only 
means of upholding a contract which, if 
as one of loan, would have been void as contra- 
vening the usury laws. These laws having now 
been abolished, the fiction which originated in 
them need no longer be maintained. Next, the 
abolition of the rule will give additional stabilit 
to mercantile firms, by doing away with the ris 
which at present would be incurred by retiring 
rtners who should leave their shares in the 
usiness, stipulating for remuneration out of the 
profits. Thirdly, the Bill, if st become law, will 
promote those beneficial arrangements between 
employer ahd employed, based on the principle 
of the latter being remunerated by a portion of 
the profits of the business. Fourthly, interests 
created under the proposed Act will not generall 
be saleable, and the non-commercial classes will 
therefore be able to procure investments which, 
though more remunerative than Government Paper 
or mortgages, have not the highly speculative 
value of shares in ordinary limited liability under- 
takings. Lastly, the change proposed would in 
one important respect bring our mercantile law 
into harmony with that of the Natives of India, 
who are wall own to practise among themselves 
a system of commanditarian partnership. 

The addition above referred to is that of an ex- 
planation to the’ effect that a retiring partner 
eaving in the business the value of his share shall 
be construed to make a loan within the meaning 
of the lst section. The omission above referred 
to is.that of the 5th section of the English Statute, 
which provides that, in case of the borrower’s in- 
solvency, the commanditarian lender shall not be 
entitled to.prove in competition with the other 
creditors. This provision appears to be at variance 
with the ait of the rest of the enactment; and 
there would, moreover, be practical difficulties in 
working it in the Mofussil, where no system of 
insolvency has yet been established.

He (Mr. Bullen) maintained 
that the correspondence of individuals should not 
be taxed to cover the cost of conveying and. deli- 
vering the letters of the various Government De- 
partments; and if each bore only the share of the 
general expenditure of the Post, Office which equi- 
tably belonged to it, the unit of weight might be 
raised to half atolah and a surplus revenue still 
remain. With regard to newspapers, he was dis- 
posed to support the petition which had been re- 
ferred to. The Zimes newspaper, weighing with 
its first sheet of advertisements four ounces, or ten 
tolahs, was conveyed between any two points in 


Great Britain for ld., and he would allow news-. 
papers of the same weight to be conveyed to any , 


part of India for an uniform rate of one anna, 
or 14d. 


He would not follow the Hon’ble Member ‘in 
his remarks respecting Book post and Banghy 
dak rates. They could be more conveniently con- 
sidered in Committee. He was glad, however, to in- 
fer from what had fallen from the Honorable mover, 
that, on the question of an increased unit of weight 
for both letters and newspapers, the Government 
would concede what had been asked, should a majo- 
rity of the Committee be in favour of it. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Grey remarked that he had 
not intended to imply this. 

His Excellency the ComMANDER-IN-CateF enquir- 
ed of the Hon’ble Mr. Grey if an estimate had been

Nevertheless these Railways 
could only apply to trunk lines. His Excellency

It was but natural that the capitalists of a great 
city like Calcutta should wish the matter before 
the Council to be arranged in a manner which 
appeared most convenient to themselves. But the 
Council was bound ‘to think first of it as a matter 
affecting the Native population at large. It was 
not one which could S disposed of by a restrictive 
Railway system, but it must depend in great 
measure on the means for carrying letters, as 
afforded by the districts lying apart from the great 
lines. It was quite true, as stated by the Hon’ble 
gentleman, that official postage bore a very large 
td ga to that on account of private letters, 

ut it was probable that would be not nearly so 
much the case, if the Post Office were able to deal 
with the difficulty of the district posts with entire 
success. It was from such a point of view, there- | 
fore, that the matter must be looked at, viz., how 
best the advantages of the Post Office could be ap- 
plied to the country at large, and here we must | 
think much of that immense population which is | 
not immediately represented in this Council. 


The Hon’ble the MAHARAJA OF VizIANAGRAM 
said that two points in the Bill struck him as re- 
quiring a slight alteration.

Reeistration Act AmenpMENT Bit. 


The Hon’ble Mx. Gornon, in moving for leave 
to introduce a Bill to amend Act No, XVI of 
1864 (to provide for the Registration -of Assur- 
ances) , said, that the present Bill was necessitated by 
the difficulties which had been felt respecting some 
important points in the system of registration 
established by Act XVI of 1864. It was not 
clear who were the parties bound under Section 28 
to present an instrument for registration, and the 
Act contained no provision enabling the person 
who had an interest in the registration to enforce 
its completion. The directions contiined in the 
Act for the mechanical process of registration had 
also been found to be inconvenient. Doubts, too, 
had been raised as to the meaning of the Section 
providing a procedure in case of refusal by a Re- 
gistrar to register an instrument of which the 
registration was compulsory; and various suggé® 
tions had been made, the adoption of whieh would 
render the legislation on the subject more useful 
and intelligible than at present. bee

were passed, merely amending the existing law 
the rules of registration would be antdSilod fi no 
less than three enactments.

Lighthouses on the Coast of British Burmah. 


From the ages Hon'ble Sir C. Woop, Bart., a. 0. B., 
Secr State for India, to the Government of India,—

J have had under consideration in Council your 
Despatches, dated June 14th (No. 62), and July 
20th and 28th (Nos, 77 and 87), 1865, transmit- 
ting Colonel Fraser’s valuable Reports on the 
operations with respect to Lighthouses on the 
Coast of British Burmah for 1864-65, together 
with the Resolutions of your Government on the 
subject... 

2, Iconecur with you in the opinion that an 
account of the work connected with the Alguada 
Reef Lighthouse, illustrated withdrawings, will be 
very useful, and that it will be proper for the 
Government.to undertake its publication. Colonel 
Fraser has accordingly been informed that I ap- 
prove of his offer to prepare such a narrative. 


8. It is obviously advisable that the nature of 
the ground on the Oyster Reef should be clearly 
ascertained before any work is commenced connected 
with a Lighthouse. Colonel Fraser has, therefore , 
been instructed to put himself in communication 
with the Director General of the Stores Department 
in this Offiee, with a view to the transmission to 
Akyab, by the Overland Route, of an experimental 
Serew-pile and a spare one with the necessary 
screwing apparatus. If possible, they will be des- 

ed in time for the experiment to be tried 
uring the next cold season, Colonel Fraser has 
received permission to visit the Serew-pile Light- 
houses already erected in Europe, and he will, 
afterwards, be instructed to prepare designs for 
Lighthouses on the Oyster Reef and Krishna 
Shoal.

2, It isa fact that during last hot season the 
Vehar water, which does not undergo any filter- 
ing process at present, was more or less in’ an 
impure state. ‘Ihe cause of the impurity is ex- 
plained in the Proceedings of the Committee as- 
sembled by order of Government on the 9th 
June last, and the remedies recommended by the 
Committee are described. As Dr. Leith, the Pre- 
sident of the Committee, has kindly furnished me 
with a copy of the Report, I append an Extract 

. 1 to 6, to which it is needless for me to add 
any remarks,

with the gas evolved during the putrefaction of 
organic matter, while this gas became dissipated 
or destroyed by oxidation when the water came 
into contact with the atmosphere. 


4, The water, although it was temporarily 
deteriorated, appears from recorded recent chemical 
analysis, after being freed from suspended impuri- 
ties, to hold dissolved in each gallon only six- 
tenths of a grain of organic matter, which is not 
more than exists in the purest waters supplied to 
towns in Great Britain. ’ 

5. To maintain the purity of the water, it is 
recommended by the Committee that all aquatic 
plants be most assiduously uprooted from all parts 
of the basin, That every year the surface layer of 
that patt of the bed of the reservoir left bare b 
the reservoir of the water, and on which there is 
vegetation of any kind, be thoroughly scraped off, 
and that mud or earth thus removed be deposited 
in a place from which it cannot be washed back 
into the reservoir in the subsequent rains. Also 
that all trees and bushes on the level ground and 
gentle slopes near the water be cut down and 
removed. It is thought to be necessary to have 
the trees on the steeper slopes of the gathering 
round to prevent the earth from being loosened 
y: heavy rain, and carried into the bed of the 
basin, which would be likely to take place’ were 


' the surface to be deprived of the protection afforded 
. by the binding fibres of the roots of the trees.

There are many tanks in India 
where no such precautions as are recommended by 
the Committee are taken, and where the water 
remains perfectly pure, or, at least, not offensive, 
all the year round. ; 


8. His Excellency in Council desires me to 
draw attention to this fact, and to request that the 
Government of Bombay will have. the subject 
further investigated with “reference to its great 
importance on the general question of water-supply,, 
not only as regards the Vehar Lake, but gene- 
rally. Reports on the subject should be called 
for from all Publie Works Officers ; and any 
other persons who are known to take un interest 
in the subject should also be inyited to favor Gov- 
ernment with their views and experience. ‘The 
practical point to which the enquiry should be 
directed is the means of k ier sweet when 
stored in tanks, and -whatiyprecautions 
are requisite in regard to new tanl is BT.

As to matters of detail, the Bill departs in two 
points only from the English measure. The first 
is not important. The explanation added to Section 1 
is not placed there because the proposition con- 
tained in it is not a legitimate inference from the 
roposition contained in the Section itself, nor 
iaties a Court of Justice would not be sure to 
draw that inference, but because the case is one 
which happens to be particularly interesting to the 
Indian mercantile community, and because it is 
important that our legislation should be readily 
intelligible, not only by lawyers but by laymen 
who are concerned with it e meaning is, that 
a person retiring from a partnership and severing 
his connection with his house of business is not to 
be construed to continue a partner because he leaves 
his capital in it, or, in other words, because, instead 
of taking his money out. and then putting it back 
again, he is contented with a mere adjustment of 
accounts and with having his share of capital cre- 
dited to him in the books of his old firm asa 
commanditarian loan. The second departure is 
more serious. I have omitted the Section of 
the English Act which in effect provides that in 
case of insolvency the commanditarian lender is 
to get nothing until all the other creditors have 
been paid sixteen annas in the rupee. Now this is 
a matter on which I have a strong opinion, though 
of course 1 am ready to waive it in deference to 
any arguments which may be urged to-day or in 
Committee, or by the Associations to which this 
Bill will be referred.

. The Hon’ble Mr. Maine moved for leave to 
introduce a Bill to amend the Pleaders, Mookhtars 
and Revenue | ts’ Act, 1865. e said the 
object: of this 
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was to defer in one or two re- 
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spects the operation of the Pleaders, Mookhtars 
and Revenue Agents’ Act, one of the valuable mea- 
sures for which we were indebted to Mr. Harington. 
The Act required the High Court to make rules 
for the qualification, examination and removal of 
Pleaders and Mookhtars, provided for their enrol- 
ment and for the issue to dines of stamped certifi- 
cates, and declared that uncertifica' persons, 
other than Advocates and Attorneys of a High 
Court, practising as Pleaders or Mookhtars, were 
to be liable to fine and imprisonment, and to be 
incapable of recovering fees. The provisions as to 
persons practising in the Revenue Courts corres- 
ponded with those applicable to Pleaders in Courts 
of Law. The Act would come into operation in 
Bengal in a fortnight. But the High Court had 
not yet framed the necessary rules, nor had any 
steps been taken by the practitioners in the Mofus- 
sil to become enrolled and procure stamped _certifi- 
cates, matters which obviously required some time 
to effect. Under these circumstances, unless the 
operation of the Act were to some extent post- 
poned, legal business in the Mofussil would come 
to a stand-still. The present Bill declared that ali 
persons qualified as Pleaders, Mookhtars or Re- 
venue Agents on the Ist January 1866, the day 
on which Act No, XX of 1865 would come into 
operation, might continue to practise for six 
months from that date as if the Act had not been 


passed. The Bill also provided that sums payable 


y any person in respect of the fees of his adver- 
sary’s Pleader should be payable during the six 
months as if the Act had not been passed. In 
other respects the Act was left to operate on the 
Ist January 1866. He proposed, if the Council 
would allow the Bill to be introduced, to ask them 
to pass it. summarily at their next meeting, 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The object of this Bill is to form a complete 


code for the formation, regulation, and winding 
up of Companies of every description, including 
under the’ferm ‘Companies’ any Association that 
chooses to avail iteell of the provisions of the 
Bill. It is a transcript of the English Companies’ 
Act, 1862 (Stat. 25 & 26 Vict., Cap. 89), with 
the alterations, omissions and additions necessary 
to adapt that measure to India. 


The Bill adopts the system of legislation creat- 
ed in this country by Act XIX of 1857, of which 
the English Joint Stock Companies’ Act, 1856, 
was the prototype, and introduces the system of 
winding up subject to the supervision of the Court, 
which was initiated in England by the Joint Stock 
Companies’ Act of 1857 and expanded by the 
amending Act of 1858. 


The Bill also withdraws the prohibition which 
prevents Insurance Companies from availing them- 
selves of the provisions of Act XIX of 1857. 
Banking Companies were exempted from the like 

rohibition by Act VII of 1860, and the exemp- 
on is of course continued by the present Bill. 

‘No Company can be registered under Act XIX 
of 1857 unless it possesses a joint stock capital 
divided into shares of a certain fixed amount. 
But this Bill comprehends Companies formed on 
the mutual principle, such as mutual loan Com- 

anies and all Associations deriving their funds 
bine annual subscriptions or any other source than 
a share capital. 

The Bill legalizes the formation of a new species 
of Company.
